Minister Urges Church 


DRAMATIC SCENE STAGED IN ENGLISH CATHEDRAL 


Depose Modern Bishop 


Londvun, October 16.—(Uniteda 
News.)—For the first time in the 
long history of England’s mother 
church, the service at St. Paul's cathe- 
dral was interrupted Sunday by a 
minister who demanded that the 
bishop, who was about to preach, be 
thrown out of the pulpit. 

Just as Bishop Barnes, of Birming- 
ham, prepared to deliver a sermon— | 
“Man’s Creation—Blind Creation or 
Design”—The Rev. G. R. Bullock- 
Webster, accompanied by a group of 
young men, startled the congregation 
by walking up to the pulpit and up- 


lution. 
“I demand,” he said “that Bishop 
Barnes be forthwith deposed and cast 


out of the church until such time as 
he repents and recants his errors. 

“It is a scandal, an offense to the 
faithful, that the bishop should be 
asked to preach from the pulpit of 
the mother church of England.” 

Then the amazed congregation saw 
Webster and his supporters depart. 

Unruffled, Bishop Barnes proceed- 
ed with his sermon. 

Webster's attack was a result of 
the bishop's speeches in Westminster 


Abbey in which he declared — that 
“Darwin's triumph has destroyed the 
whole theological scheme, for the as- 
sertion that man sprung from the 
ape has stood the test of more than 
half a.century of critical examina. 
tion and increasing knowledge. 

“Careful inquiry has but confirmed 
the truth,” Bishop Barnes had as- 
serted. 

The bishop, however, was not so 
inconoclastic Sunday, saying merely: 

“The sequence which led to man's 
creation could legitimately be in- 
terpreted in the words of Divine 
formation and, in fact, God's word. 
Evolution became simply God's meth- 
of creation, but man’s first cousin. 
the gorilla, about which we have 
heard so much of late, hardly can be 
termed a creation of sweetness and 
grace, 

“God, im creating humanity, pur- 
posely fashioned beings who could re- 
spond to His love and hope for life 
after death. 

“Science has endeavored to show 
that such Christian belief could not 
be attained and has suggested that 
men were but as toadstools grown in 
dilapidated cowsheds.”

On Departure 


Ambassador Rakowsky 
Leaves for Home Without 
Usual Formalities. 


Paris, October 16.—Disregarding 
all diplomatic custom, Christian Ra- 


kowsky, recalled soviet ambassador to 
France, took French leave of Paris. 
Without presenting letters of recall 
or paying any of the usual diplomatic 
visits to President Doumergue, Pre- 
mier Poincare and Foreign Minister 
Briand, Ambassador Rakowsky secret- 


| Iv left the Russian embassy with his 


family at 6 a. m. bound for Berlin. 

The secret departure, made by auto- 
mobile, prevented political manifesta- 
tions and was regarded in the Qnai 
D'Osay as a direct snub. 

Newspapers had -been given wrong 
information tending to create the im- 
pression that Rakowsky who, in his 
younger days was expelled from at 
least five countries, end who was re- 
ealled upon France’s urgent solicita- 
tions, had left Paris Saturday. 

Rakowsky was recalled last week 
by Foreign Minister George Tchich- 
erin after France had requested twice 
that the ambasador be replaced. 

The ambassador, it was charged, 
had signed a manifesto urging sol- 
diers to desert the French army in 
the event of war with the soviet. 

In announcing the recall; Tchicher- 
in reluctantly ag-:eed to the French 
demand. 


Convinced that the soviet foreign 


minister wrote this note in anger, the ' 


French foreign office took the atti- 
tude that France and Russia must 
avoid any controversy which might 
prejudice the settlement of the Franco- 
Russian debt question now pending. 

But Rakowsky’s undiplomatic de- 
parture gave a new complexion to the 
international situation. While the 
Quai D'Orsay refused to comment on 
Rakowskvy’ « action, it was understood 
French diplomats were displeased 
with this breach of diplomatic 
courtesy.

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NATIONAL SAFETY MOVEMENT. 

So appalling has become the toll 
of casualties from highway accidents 
that a nation-wide movement has 
been launched to reduce them, and 
to bring about a greater degree of 
safety. 

This campaign has been inaugu- 
rated by the American Road Build- 
ers’ association, and Charles M. 
Upshaw, the director, has issued a 
stirring appeal for a universal prac- 
tice of “Courtesy and Caution” on 
the public thoroughfares. 

Prizes totaling $1,000 are of- 
fered by the association for the best 
ideas for reducing the number of 
highway accidents occurring each 
year, the contest being held in con- 
nection with the national safety 
campaign which will close at mid- 
night, November 15. 

The awards are offered for ‘‘the 
best workable plan that will decrease 
street and highway accidents and the 
plan may be a complete, comprehen- 
sive thesis covering the entire sub- 
ject or a mere description of a 
single idea that would contribute to 
highway safety. The plan must be 
practical and capable of being put 
into operation 
pense.” 

More than 114,000 persons have 
been killed and nearly 3,500,000 
injured during the past five years 
as a result of highway accidents; 
last year the toll was 25,302 killed 
and 759,060 injured, and the eco- 
nomic loss was $638,875,500. 

When we stop to analyze these 
figures the overwhelming serious- 
ness of this situation and the urgent 
demand for a remedy become ob- 
vious.

WHAT WATERPOWER IS DOING. 
Secretary Hoover, in an address 
read before the Southern Appa- 
lachian Power conference, now in 
session in Chattanooga, said: 

“I am naturally greatly interested 
in the development of our power re- 
sources, particularly in the south, 
where with the juxtaposition of vast 
raw materials and abundant labor, 
we may build up that diversifica- 
tion of occupation and economic in- 
tereet which makes for steady ad- 
vance in standards of living and com- 
fort of the people and stability in 
indusizy and commerce.” 

Secretary Hoover has. never lost 
an opportunity to stress the south’s 
opportunities for development by 
reason of her vast natural re- 
sources, her standardized labor, her 
great hydroelectric development 
and her diversifcation of economic 
interests.

Some Forgotten Facts About the War 
Amendments to the Constitution 


It is matter for wonder by me often 
that so many intelligent men of pub- 
lic character are ignorant of much of 

i the salient political 

(77 history of our coun- 


y. 

For instance, a 
very able public man 
in Georgia has writ- 
ten to me an argu- 
mentative letter in 
favor of the demo- 
cratic party, in na- 
tional convention 
next year, resolving 
in favor ,. of the 
“repeal of the 14th 
15th and 18ta 
amendments to <he 
federal constitution.” 

He contends very 
strongly that all 

three amendments are so generally 
antagonistic to the psychology and 
principles of great majorities in sev- 
eral wide sections of the nation as to 
be practically inoperative—in fact, are 
popularly “nullified” and _ therefore 
should be taken out of the field of 
federal action and theoir subject mat- 
ters again devolved upon the action of 
the several states where they origin- 
ally inhered. 

But for the length of his letter and 
its wholly academic character I would 
be agreeable to its publication, but 
in view of the fixity of the amend- 
ments in the constitution and the lack 
of any popular demand for their re- 
peal I cannot see any profit in ad- 
vertisement ®f the long and unbut- 
tres:ed argument in that behalf. 


It may be interesting, however, to 
record historical facts connected with 
those amendments.

The Three War Amendments. 


Three amendments, the 13th, 14th 
and 15th, arose out of the results of 
the War Between the States. 


The 13th is that which abolished 
chattel slavery throughout the juris- 
diction of the United States. Presi- 
dent Lincoln, as a war measure, had 
issued a proclamation guaranteeing 
freedom -to the slaves in those states 
}and parts of states then in insurrec- 
_ tion Against the national authority. 
He did not declare freedom for the 
slaves within the states and parts of 
states occupied by the federal forces. 
Consequently, after the war was 
ended it became necessary to the total 
abolition of slavery to submit and se- 
cure the ratification of the 13th 
amendment to that effect, and that 
amendment was not proclaimed to be 
an article of the constitution until he 
(18th of December, 1865—which was 
eight months and nine days after the 
surrender of Lee to Grant at Ap- 
| pomattox ! 
|} It is a fact of history that in 
| November of 1865 a grand jury at 
' Louisville, Ky., indicted Major Gen- 
‘eral John M. Palmer, of the United 
| States army, for aiding negro slaves 
to migrate from Kentucky across the 
Ohio river into the free state of In- 
diana. Of course, the ratification and 
promulgation of the 13th amendment 
in the following month put an end 
to that prosecution. 

But the fact stands out that slavery 
was not unlawful in this country until 
after December 18. 1865.

"> South Accepted Abolition. 
But even before the 15th amendment 


ple had accepted the abolition of ne- 
gro slavery as a result of the war and 
| the negroes were going at large all 
‘through the south as “freedmen,” 
Police and social conditions were 
so thoroughly disorganized, however, 
that the white people felt great néces- 
sities for the regulation of the irre- 
sponsible and unprovided wandering 
‘negro populations. As soon as the 
whites regained control of their state 
governments, under the VDresident 
Johnson provisional restoration plans, 
they enacted ‘lrastic laws to enforce 
labor contracts by the negroes, to 
punish them for vacranev. and tu even 
sell them by sheriffs into enforced 
labor service to acquit themselves of 
vagrancy fines. It cannot be denied 
that those laws were puar'’»l, ~ njust 
and in many cases amounted to prac- 
tical reenslavement of the négro vic- 
tias. The negroes were denied citi- 
zenship, suff: . and often the right 


; 
' 
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to testify in their own ‘behalf in the 
courts. 

The people of the nation outside the 
south denounced those laws and the 
conditions they set “p and demanded 
a remedy for them, The remedy took 
the form of the 14th amendment 
which made full citizens of the eman- 
cipated negroes and conferred upon 
them the rights and immunities of citi- 
zenship. But it was soon found that 
the 14th amendment did not endow 
the negro with the suffrage. The 
states had been left with full power 
over that subject, so, to cure that 
omission, the 15th amendment was 
submitted and eventually proclaimed 
to have been ratified and to be a part 
of the constitution. 


They Were Pinned On by Bayonets. 

It is an incontestabie historical fact 
that those two amendments were never 
constitutionally ratified by the neces- 


aloe Talis | 


sary three-fourths of independent 
states of the union. 

They failed of ratification until the 
republican majority in congress, hav- 
ing stripped ten southern states of 
their statehood, turned them into five 
military districts, and by military 
processes organized rump governments 
of carpetbaggers and negroes, coerced 
their legislatures into ratifying those 
amendments as conditions precedent to 
renewed representation as full states of 
the union. 

Those amendments, therefore, were 
literally pinned onto the constitution 
by federal bayonets and the coercions 
were upheld by a partisan supreme 
court of the nation. 

To show the insincerity and dishon- 
est partisanship of the republican par- 
ty it is only necessary to quote the 
following plank in the platform of the 
national republican convention of 1868, 
that met in Chicago and nominated | 
General Grant for president: 

“The guaranty by congress of equal 
suffrage to all loyal men at the south 
was demanded by every consideration 
of safety, of gratitude, and of justice, 
and must be maintained; while the 
question of suffrage in all the loyal 
states properly belongs to the people 
of those states.” 

Who can explain, even in this day, 
why, if the southern states were in the 
union on an equal footing with all the 
other states, the question of suffrage 
did not just as properly belong to 
their people as to those of the alleged 


loyal states?”

said: 

“We pledge ourselves to maintain 
the union of these states, emancipation 
and enfranchisement, and to oprose 
any reopening of the questions settled 
by the thirteenth, fourteenth and fif- 
teenth amendments to the constitu- 
tion.” 

And in 1876 the party said “for 
the democracy of the whole country 
we do here reaffirm . our devo- 
tion to the constitution of the United 
States, with its amendments universal- 
ly accepted.” 

It is generally forgotten that when 


had become effective the southern peo-!Qscar W. Underwood went to congress 


in the ‘80s he introduced a joint reso- 
lution to repeal the fifteenth amend- 
ment, and supported it with an argu- 
méntative speech. but got no further. 

Hon, Thomas W. Hardwick went to 
congress from Georgia and repeated 
the act, but got nowhere. 


Hon, Tom Heflin. now senator from 
Alabama, when in the house also made 
a futile gesture to the same purpose. 

So that we can be sure that the 
democrats of the country will not be 
evcr again put in the attitude of at- 
tacking the permanency of _ those 
amendments. 

As to the eighteenth amendment, 
that is another matter. and yet, not- 
withstanding the widespread revolt 
against the present interpretation and 
application of its terms, I doubt that 
any very real effort will be made by 
either major party to agitate for its 
repeal,

Fairly authen- 
tic cases on record indicate that 
breathing may be restored as long as 
15 minutes after cessation. _In any 
case one should never give up in less 
than an hour unless ordered by a re- 
sponsible physician to desist.

Means became eligible for parole 
from his second sentence nearly a 
year ago, but his application had not 
been considered until Saturday, peni- 
tentiary officials said, due to the fact 
that an indictment was still pending 
against him in New York. his re- 
cently was dismissed. 

In addition to sentences of two 
years each, Means was fined $10.000. 
on each of the counts on which he 
was tried and these fines have not 
yet been paid. Warden Snook said 
that in event Means took paupers’ 
oath for dismissal] of these fines, his 
parole time would he extended 30 
days, the same as with prisoners who 
take the oath when unable to pay 
fines must serve an additional 30 
days. k 

Means was convicted in the first 
trial of conspiracy to violate the pro- 
hibition laws and in the second of 
conspiracy to obstruct justice. 

_He was convicted of conspiracy to 
vielate the prohibition laws in July. 
1924, being tried jointly with Elmer 
W. Jarnecke, who was secretary to 
Means while he was with the depart- 
ment of justice. The case involved 
the transfer of 512,000 cases and 12.- 
000 barrels of whisky which the gor- 
ernment alleged was diverted from 
—— distilleries to bootleg chan- 
nels, 

On the charge of obstructing justice 
Means with Thomas B. Felder. an at- 
torney, and Jarnecke, was charged 
With attempting to bribe former 
United States Attorney General 
Daugherty and other government 
prosecutors to protect men who have 
since been eonvicted of using the mails 
to defraud in connection with the Glass 
Casket company of Altoona. Pa. 

Means since his confinement here, 
has been taken to New York to testify 
before the United States grand jury 
investigating alleged conspiracy 
charges against former Attorney Gen- 
eral Daugherty and Thomas R. Mil- 
ler, former alien property custodian, 
in connection with the transfer of &7.- 
000,000 worth of assets of the Ameri- 
n Metal company to a Swiss firm.
